The recent visit of Prof. F. T. Shutt, 
chemist of the Central Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa, and Mr. J. R. Ander- 
eon, Provincial Deputy Miuister of 
Agriculture, resulted in much good to 
the ranchers all through the valley.

Every effort should be 
made to coneerve the moisture by culti-' 
vation. The growing of hay and grain 
in the orchard was condemned, because 
it abeorbed the moisture. The advan- 
tages to be derived from mulching were 
explained, and then the professor went 
at length into the question of the use of 
fertilisers, explaining the application in 
detail of the various*kinds.

Gopt. Banter’s Unique Lecture te Terente 
Beapice Cled oa “The Patacus Ince- 
tence of the Foung Canadian.” 


The other day, Capt. Hunter, LL. 
D., son of Dr. Hunter of the Regia- 
try Department of Ontario, delivercd 
@ rather unique lecture at the Em- 

ire Club luncheon on ‘‘The Fatuous 
nsolonce cf the Young Canadian.” 
‘The World reported it as follows: 

Capt. Hunter considered it one of 
the glories of the Empire Club that 
it was fitted by its organization for 
the beginning and ending of those 


family quarrels which make home 
life dear. He would not scorn the 
kangaroo, nor contemn the Afri- 


cander, nor dilate upon the imbecil- 
ity of the British, but wished to call 
their attention to ‘‘the fathous inso- 
lence of the Canadian.”’ 

There were two elements in tho 
national question. The fixed one Was 
Canada; the variable, the Canadian. 
They had many books on the mak- 
ers and builders of Canada, some of 
which they had subscribed for and 
some almost paid for, but while the 
older part of Canada had been made 
and re-inade, conquered and recon- 
quered, there had never been made a 
conquest of Canada. They had onlv 
hacked and whittled at it. It was a 
proof of the singular things which 


men took pride in to hear people 
glorying in the boast that the 
Northwest could support fifty mil- 


lions, when the scanty population 
there looked like tacks on a map 
which hold it to the wall. The 
Wealth and resources of Canada, the 
locked storehouse of nature, were 
the ultimate prize of the ultimate 
masters of the world. They were 
familiar with a native wine sort of 
ecstacy over the hvphenated This- 
Canada-of-Ours, its forests of im- 
memorial age, and its business men 
of similar antiquity, but the day of 
the young country, which was to be 
mothered and nurtured, had gone. 
and there was not a man in Canada 
who would not back his opinion 
against that of any Englishman. 
Canada Sad Assemed Insolence, 

Inspired by the heroism of a few 
of us at Paardeberg, Canadians had 
taken on the first requisite of a 
great nation—insolence. There were 
two kinds of insolence—the benign 
and the malignant; the sustained 
and the fatuous. When Napoleon 
moved with 200,000 men at Jena 
he exhibited the sustained variety. 
In popular language, he had the wro- 
ceries. When another Napoleon in 
1870 tried to move with 350,000 
men he presented an example of the 
fatuous kind. The French had not 
Batoche and Paardeberg to animate 
them, but thev had .Tena and Fonte- 
noy and the Malakoff and other lit- 
tle fights 

Great Need ef Carefulness. 

It was unnecessary to point eut 
the reasons for carefulness in face of 
this growing insolence. When a man 
thinks he can fight you need not go 
to Woodbridge Fair to arrive at the 


result. The same wartiors that had 
been filling us with post-prandial 
valor have also becn_ = spreading 


abroad the glory of our posscssions. 
There are our glorious forests, Which 
we are too stingy to cut; our. un- 
Wrought mines, which we make a 
retext for sclling each other worth- 
less stocks; our boundless granaries, 
which somebody else will make 
haste to get us a tenant for if wo 
cannot fill them ourselves. We have 
immense resources and nothing to 
defend them with. Since 1812 we 
have had complete peace and have 
forgotten the source of it, which 
Was that nobody knew we had any- 
thing worth stealing. Manchuria 
had drawn the attention of brass- 


knuckled peace, the empcror ef the 
double-headed vulture. In an un- 
guarded time Christian nations had 
learned of the timber and coat and 
arable land in Manchuria, and we 
know the result. Russia had more 


regiments in Manchuria than Cana- 
da had companies in the Dominion 
We have been foolish enough to 
“show our wad,’’ and now we must 
protect it. 
Mow England Might I.ose. 

We rclied on England, but in a sea 
fight of five or six hours Enyland 
might lose the command of the sea 


| for six months. No nation would in- 
| vade Canada with less than fifty or 


a hundred thousand men, 
would not give us time

1895 the Boers

now displayed. Every Boer was a 
heaven-born rifle shot. Instead of the 
two million dol'ssg Sir Frederick 
Baden spokes of @ending they had 
feenut two million pounds. They had 
a rifle for every man. We had 40.- 
000 for two millions 

Greece, to whose military prepara- 
tions in 1897 our own bear a singu- 
lar resemblance, had a navy and wo 
toy-army. But they had nothing 
ready, as Canada has nothing ready. 
If we had s war we should be breah. 
ing into the stores for sporting rifles 
as the Greeks did. He supposed Lu- 
rissa was Helenic for Ridgeway. 
They might say the Greeks were de 
gencrate; but give Lord Kitchener 
the Greeks and the money and he 
would take Constantinople with tho 
Greeks as he took Khartoum with 
the Egyptians. 

Mad a Cafe Politician. 

The Grecks had a sort of cafe poli- 
tician who was omniscient, who 
talked of the indomitable courage of 
their ancestors and bragged of Mara- 
thon, which was a free translation 
of Paardeberg, Our climate did not 
permit of cafe politicians like the 
Greeks, but we had dining clubs iu 
which the national glory was vaunt- 
ed amid thunderous applause of our 
own making. That sort of great- 
ness feeds upon itself, Something 
practical was needed. If Sir Freder- 
ick Borden had made it ten mil- 
lions and got the job done some 


time ago, we should now have more |
